A splendid  collection  of  notes  of  small  values,  mostly  from  1 to 
12^  cents.  About  a dozen  are  of  the  last  century,  and  the 
balance,  almost  without  exception,  are  of  the  period  of 
the  scarcity  of  change  during  the  second  war  with  Eng- 
land. The  greater  portion  are  of  the  small  towns  in  the 
vicinity  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  the  collection  w^ould  be  in- 
valuable to  a historical  society  or  New^  York  collector. 
Notes  of  small  value  are  rarely  met  with,  and  nearly  all  of* 
this  lot  are  excessively  rare  or  unique.
